HABYBVILLK, March 0.— Careful

shows that the north wind of Saturday, 
Sunday and Monday was, if anything, 
beneficial. 


Woodland— The north wind which 


prevailed here for three days gives place 
to warm spring weather. No damage 
was done to any claee of grain or fruit. 
The ground is somewhat dry on top. 


St. Helena— The severe north wind 


which has been blowing here for several 
daya has now eubaided. It has done no 
special damage, except drying the ground 
and grain wilt suffer unless it rains in- 
side of a week. The weather ia very 
warm, and fruit trees are in blossom. 
Everything looks promising unless a 
prolonged dry epell or late spring frost 
comes to change prospectfl. 


Redding— The north winds had an in- 


jurious efiect on the grain and dried the 
ground. The weather has been quite 
warm. No one Anticipates serious re- 
sults, and all realize that it will rain 
aooa again. 


Chico— The north wind which has 


been prevailing for tho iaet five days has 
decreased in force. No material damage 
was done to growing grain, ua there is 
plenty of moieture still ia the ground, 
And vegetation in most places is high 
enough to preserve tha dampness, 


Napa — The recent north wind and pres- 


ent unusually warm weathor has had 
the effect of bringing vegetation forth 
unusually early. The wind dried np 
grain fields, orchards and vineyards, 
Baking the top of the ground hard. With 
the usual spring rains, however, Napa 
will have abundant cropa. 
. jfetaloma— "\Yhile the late north wind 


if any, damage was done in this section. 
Vegetation was forced and more ad- 
vanced grain drooped a little, but the 
dew of the last two nights has made it 
look bright attain. 


Sonoma — The dry north wind that 
S -availed in this valley last Sunday, and 


onday was accompanied by the warm- 


est weathor that has ever been known in 
March in this section. No damage to 
crops so far has occurred for northern 
vegetation of every kind is growing fast. 
Should a frost follow the dry spoil great 
damage will be done to fruit crops. 


Stockton— Weather in San Joaquin 


county is delightful and there have boon 
no winds to injure crops. Tho only fault 
found with the weather is that it is 
rather warm for this season of tho year, 
but It is advancing vegetation very fast. 


Willows— The general opinion of farm- 


ers is thuL the laeL few days' north wind 
lias benefited rather than injured tho 
grain, as the ground was fall ol moisture 
and the tender tail wheat was growing 
too fast.

withstood tho fierce attack of infantry 
and cavalry to preserve the integrity of 
heljiiion. 
To glance at and listen to tho gray- 


baired veterans as they met one another 
and went over the old story for the 
iftieth time, but with every bit the flame 
endor interest or enthiiRinsm, recalling 
he brave deeds of ono comrade, the 
glorious death of another, the devotion 
if somo good, courageous woman who 
lad nursed them back to health, was 
lory affecting. A young lady who hid 
)oen closely watching a group ot old 
loldiere suddenly said entbuBinBtically: 
'I love thoBO dear gray-haired men; I'd 
ike to kiss every one of them." If she 
had not been too modest (o make her 
wish known, eho would have ceea the 
vets walk as boldly up to her rosy mouth 
as they did to tho yawning cannon's. 


The number of old soldiers in attend- 


ance at the encampment muet be folly 
000; the delegates number between 700 
and'800. These together with the meM- 
>erspftho \Voruan'a Relief Corps and 
the ladies of the G.A.R. and others must 
make a total of at least 2000 visitors. 
Never beforo baa the city contained ench 
a throng of strangers and Fresno has 
assumed metropolitan airs.

BRILLIANT SCENE LAST EVENING 


AT THE DECEPTION. 


Governor Markham Pleads for the 


Soldiers—George E. Church's 


Eloquent Address. 


The Barton contained magnetism and 


patriotism last night. The auditorium 
was crowded, the applause generous and 
the speeches brimful of war memories 
and of loyalty to the dear old flag whose 
fortunes through weal and woe the Grand 
Army folluwed with undaunted courage 
and unswerving loyalty. 


M. B. Kellogg acted as master of cere- 


monies, and after the thrilling overtue 
"Eeoollections of the War" by Nick 
Justy'B band, GcorgoE. Church of this 
city was introduced to make the opening 
address. Tho following is n synopsis of 
his speech: 


"Yon soldiers of the Grand Army of 


the Republic, whoso disciplined valor, 
whose heroic achievements, whose splen- 
did deeds, whose patient <mdurauce pre- 
served this nation end rendered possible 
even tho existence of cities like Fresno 
are, as of right you ought to be welcome, 


tnrio» welcome, more than welcome to 
any spot in tbii uruad land over which 
today floats triumphantly and proudly 
tbat dear old bflunor, the atara and 
Btripn; God blew it forever." 


in speaking of the organisation of the 


Grand Army Mr. Church said: 
"It If 


peculiarly fitting that tho Grand Army 
ol the Bepublic should have had ite 
birthplace ia that city which was the 
home of the great Martyred President, 
the man who, more clearly and earlier 
than anv of our sagacious stateemoD, 
foresaw the inevitable conflict, the out 
growth of the iriepreesiblo and oppoeloj 
and enduring force that for a generatioi 
or more had been fought iu the senate 
halla, upon the platform, and in the 
pulpit throughout the whole extent o 
the great land. That man, who, with a 
patriotism that knew no fault, loftie 
than almost any other, who with a mag 
iiauimity as broad as mankind, who will 
a tender humanity that was never equalet 
wrote 
his name higher upon the 


scrolls of the great benefactors of hie 


suntry, nay, of the world, than that o 
ny othei since tho days of Washington 


the ever imiDorUil Abraham Lincoln. 


"Fitting I say that it should have had 


its birthplace in the winter of 1865-00 in 
the city of Springfield under the guid 
ance of that matchless man, Dr. Steven 
son, surgeon of tho Fourth Illinois in 
fantry. There the great organization 
was born, its ritual waa created, its pass 
words, its gripe, its ceremonials were al 
created and then was also given to the 
world that great declaration of principles 
that deserves a place and will ever bave 
a place beside tho immortal Declaration 
of Independence. 
"Is it any wonder that with such a 


declaration of faith as that.the growth o 
this great order should have been phe- 
nomenal, that within seven mouths o 
ita organization it should have held a 
national encampment at which ten states 
and the District of Columbia were repre- 
sented, and that a short time thereafter 
it should have met in Independence hall, 
Philadelphia, the cradle of American lib- 
erty, and there placed at the head of its 
columns that gallant and enperb soldier, 
John A. Logan of Illinois. 
"That theeo great objects are worthy 


of.your support, are worthy of yonr con- 
fidence there can be no question, and] 
wish iu closing simply to say that the 
.bird article will not allow you, the sold- 
ier citizens of the Grand Army, to rest 
upon your laurels. It commits yon now 
and for all time, while you remain at 
citizens of this country, to guard and 
protect tho liberty of this country, whose 
ixistence you preserved by your valor; 
tnd tbat work is hardly leas eublime, 
mrdly lees worthy of your eflbrto, nay, 
s not lees worthy than was the work oi 
aking your muskets and marching at 
ho call of Lincoln to tho defense of youi 
iornmon country and to tho protection of 
ta integrity. 


"The foes of thia country are those 
'ithin it, not those without it. There 
.re no foes without that wo have any 
onger occasion to (ear. The foes within 
leloog to no particular section, to no 
)arty, to no clique. The soldiery of the 
onfederacy who were arrayed in arms

He exhibited a ehirt with a hole in the 
sleeve, which he stated was made by the 
taomle peddler'a knife.
